eldest of seven children, and because 
his father was an invalid, the burden 
of maintenance and education of the 
brothers and sisters 
fell 
upon 
his 
shoulders. But, possessing in ids youth 
those charucterfttics which 
in 
later 
years made him the noble, successful 
man that he was. he successfully as­ 
sumed this responsibility, and at the 
samer time educated himself. He be­ 
gan teaching at the age of 16, and by 
alternating between being pupil and 
teacher acquired his college education. 
In 1884 he was chosen superinten­ 
dent of the public schools at Lathrop. 
Missouri. Here he made an eminent 
success in his teaching and here, too. 
he met Miss Blanche Lowe, to whom 
he was married in lssO, and who with 
two children. Miss Roxy and Hugh L. 
Grove, survive him. 
Mr. Grove came to Brownwood in 
1890, having been superintendent of 
the public schools at Liberty, Mo., for 
three years previous to this date; and 
from 1890 has been an important fac­ 
tor in every movement for the up­ 
building of the physical, educational 
and religious life of Brownwood. His 
first work here was as a teacher in 
Howard Payne College. He was asso­ 
ciated with the late Dr. Emerson, Dr. 
Robnett and mgny other pioneers in 
the cause of oducation of this section, 
and no man gave more of himself and 
his ability to this great cause than he. 
After a short while he became presi­ 
dent of Howard Payne college and for 
almost a score of years he devoted 
his energies to its upbuilding. As to 
his success, the thousands of men and 
women who are now strong and sub­ 
stantial citizens of Mils

To one not familiar with the rules of the House of Rep­ 
resentatives this claim of his, backed up as it is by his set 
cfence to the book and png«* of the Oongreahtoaal U?*< ord, 
showing where such Items were stricken from bills upon 
his point of order, might-«('em to lie true, jn raet It is im­ 
possible for 1 tinliton to save the people, aud he bus not 
probably, saved the people one dollar by making any of the 
points of order shown by him. 
A point of order will only lie in case some item of up- 
propriation is improperly included in another bill, if the 
item is properly included, of course, it cannot De reached 
by a point of order. When such an Item is stricken out 
lie reinserted in the bill in the Senate and thereafter can 
be passed through the House and cannot be reached by a 
point of order, but could only lie defeated by a in ijority 
vote. 
If the member desiring the appropriation should not take 
this method of getting the appropriation he could intro­ 
duce an independent bill for the appropriation In the House 
and it could not be reached by a point of order and could 
only be defeated by a majority vote of the members.
